NEW PUBLICATIONS

915,800 crowns.—-The communal council of Kristianstad 
has approved of the installation of an electric power sla- 
tion, to cost 180,000 crowns. 

RAILWAYS, ETC.—South Africa.—‘‘Dun’s Review’’ 
states that the South African Railway administration, 
Capetown, C. of G. H., is contemplating an extensive 
scheme of improvement and extension that will cost about 
$50,000,000. Among the improvements contemplated is a 
new system of electric lighting for the railway carriages 
now in use and the best modern form of signals, switches 
and interlocking gear. Orders will soon be placed for the 
permanent way material, locomotives and rolling stock 
tor the light and narrow gage railways which have already 
been sanctioned by the G@ape Parliament. These include 
(1) the Port Elizabeth-Avontuur line, of a length of about 
170 miles and a gage of 2 ft., estimated to cost $12,500 per 
mile; (2) the Kalabas Kraal Darling-Hopefield extension of 
the Capetown line of the same gage, estimated to cost $735,- 
000, or about $15,000 per mile; and (8) a short light line 
of the standard gage to run from Maitland to near Wyn- 
berg. These undertakings are, of course, altogether apart 
from the larger schemes for the extension of the Cape 
government’s railway standard gage network in hand or 
projected, and for which the orders for the necessary ma- 
terial and rolling stock have been in part placed, and 
which approack a total of about $15,000,000 sterling. 

RKAILWAYS.—China.—The ‘‘Revue du Commerce Ex- 
térieur,’’ Paris, June 1, gives the following list of foreign 
railway concessions in China: Lines at Present Exploited. 

Lines from Shanghai to Wusung, constructed in 1896, 
destroyed soon after and re-established in 1898; length, 18 
kilometers (11.2 miles). Line to Pao-Ting from Tientsin, 
60 kilometers (37.3 miles) north of the Great Wall by 
Shanhaikwan,. with junction for Pekin; length irom Saan- 
haikwan to Tientsin, 280 kilometers (174 miles); from 
Tientsin to Pekin, 185 kilometers (83.8 miles); north from 
Pekin, 65 kilometers (40.4 miles); total, 480 kilometers 
(298.2 miles). This line was constructed by the order of 
Li Hung Chang after 1876. Lines Conceded Since 1897 
(in Construction or Projected).—Russia—Line projected via 
Tsitsikbar, Kirin, Viadivostock, with branch line to Port 
Arthur and Niuchwang; length, from the Transbaikal re- 
gion to Vladivostock, 1,425 kilometers (885.4 miles); 
branch line to Port Arthur, 800 kilometers (497 miles). 
These lines are entirely in Russian hands. They have an 
immense strategic importance; they form the shortest 
route connecting Europe and the Far East. Commenced 
in 1897, they will perhaps be completed in 1904-1905. The 
Russian network will be joined with the Chinese network 
by the line from Shanhaikwan to Niuchwang, with branch 
line to Sin-Minting, near Moukden. Germany—Triangular 
line from Kyao-chau to Chinan to Yen-Shun and from Yen- 
Shun to Kyao-chau; ‘engih, 1,000 kilometers (621.4 miles). 
This is the shortest route leading from the navigable part of 
the Yellow River to the sea. The loan was subscribed at 
Berlin June, 1899. France-Belgium—Line from Pekin to 
Hankau. This is the first railway decreed by imperial 
edict in China The loan was placed in circulation in 
Paris and Brussels in April, 1899. The works on the 
north have been commenced by English engineers. The 
road is finished as far as Pao-Ting-fu, 80 kilometers (49.7 
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miles) distant from Pekin, and now running. The con- 
struction has stopped 100 kilometers (62.1 miles) from 
Pao-Ting-fu and the surveys are finished as far as Chun- 
Thé, or to 200 kilometers (124.2 miles) farther to the 
south. On the side of the Yangtze the works are com- 
pleted to Sin-Yang, 200 kilometers (124.2 miles) from 
Hankau. This long line will be joined by a first branch 
at Tai-Yuan-fu and by a second at Tsinan-fu. England- 
Germany—-Line from Tientsin to Chinkiang; length, 1,000 
kilometers (621.4 miles), with branch line to Tsinan. The 
northern part will be confided to German engineers; the 
southern part to English engineers. England—The Pekin 
Syndicate intends to build the line from Tai-Yuan to Fu- 
Shun-fu; length, 450 kilometers (279.6 miles). The Brit- 
ish-Chinese corporation has obtained the concession for 
two lines starting from Shanghai, of which one will go 
toward the northwest to Su-chu, Chinkiang and Nankin, 
and the other to the southwest—to Hang-chu and Ning-Po. 
Southern China—Line from Canton to MHankau, with 
branch iine to Hong-kong; length, 1,200 kilometers (745.6 
miles). The road will be built by a Belgian syndicate. 
Railways of the French Tonkin.—(1) Line from Lao-Kai 
to Yunnan; (2) line from Lang-Sou to Long-Shun; (3) line 
from Nan-Ning to Pakhoi.
